Women’s Institutes 
Organized in Province 


The organization of short course 
schools In domestic science all through 
the province of Alberta in 1913, and 
the establishment of three agricul- 
tural schools in which accommoda- 
tion for domestic science teach- 
ing will be ‘made—at Olds, Clarés- 
holm and Vermillion—in 1914, are 
the objects of the Department of Ag- 
riculture In Alberta. 

In these schools, lessons in sewing, 
cooking, farm dairying, sanitary venti- 
lation and other branches of domestic 
science will be taught, each course be- 
ing of three months’ duration. 

The Department of Agriculture, 
through Mr. C. E, Lewis, superinten- 
dent of fairs and institutes, and 
through their lady superintendent, 
Miss MacAdams organized the Wo- 
men’s Institute in May, 1912, 

Miss G. Stiven, who has succeeded 
Miss MacAdams, has, since last Sép- 
tember, organized twenty institutes 
through different parts of the pro- 
vince, The motto of the Women’s 
Institute is “For Home and country.” 
Its objects are to raise the standard 
of the home above drudgery; to teach 
Women to make the most of their 
lives, und the upbullding of character. 
Menibership is opén to every woman 
in the community—no distinction or 
creed or caste being drawn

J. MeDonnell, of Fort George, 
who is spending several days in Ed- 
monton getting together supplies for 
his return trip, said in an interview 
yesterday that the settlers of Fort 
George and vicinity had done exceed- 
ingly well during the past year in 
aispoging of their farm produce. He 
stated that because of railroad con- 
struction work now going cn, an al- 
most unlimited market had been cre- 
lated for the dispogal of grain and 
vegetables, these being sold for high 
| prices} netting the ¢darmers a good 
| deal of ready money. Hay is being 
sold at the present time for §100 
ton. Correspondingly high prices. he 
stated, were also paid for green feed, 
vegetables and fruit. One farmer re- 
ceived $1,500 for a crop of oats five 
weeks before time for harvesting. 

“A great deal of the good land 
must be cleared,” said Mr. McDon- 
nell, “although man” large meadows 
are found which hare Leen cleared by 
fires long ego. In the main the set- 
tler must expect to cut a crop of cot- 
tonwooJd and brush before weginning 
to make any preparations for plant- 
ing.
